intercourte between the Asperiean poita 
and Bdtiith porta in Europe. The con 
vention of London equalised th« lawa of 
the (WO countrieairelatipg te thote portt; 
leavipg tho intercourit between ou.*^ 
porta and tiM portt of the Britith colo- 
niet, aubject, «I before, tn tbe retpecive 
regttl'ationt of Ihe'partiet. The Britith 
government, enforcing new rcgulaiiont 
which prohibit a trade between Itt coio- 
iiiet and the United Statea. in American 
Veatela, whiltt thev permit a trade In 
British vestelt,tbo Atnerlctn navigation 
lotet accordingly { and ihe Iota it aug- 
mented thradvanta^ wbkh it given 
to the Britith competition over th« Ame- 
rican, in the navigation between «ur 
poru and Btitlth porta in Europe, by the 
clrcuitout voyagea enjoyed by the one, 
and not enjoyed by the other* 
The reetonableneae of the rule of re- 
ciprocity, applied to one branch of the 
comaaercial intereouroe, hat been preta- 
ed on our part, at equally eppliad>le to 
both brancbet ; but it itaacerudned, that 
the Briti^ Cabinet dec|inet ell négocia- 
tion on tbe aubject ; with «.diaavowal 
however, of any diapotition tn view, in au 
unfriendly light,whatevereountervitiling* 
regulationa the Uni|gid Statea may op- 
poa« tnth« regulationa ofwhkh they 
complain. The witdom of the Legitla- 
tur« willd««id« ontbecouraf, whicl|, 
under theiw cirenmttancea, it pretcnbed 
by a ioitti regerd to tb« emicable rela- 
tione between the two nationt, and to the 
jnat inUreeCa of tbe United Statea.- 
I hav« th« aatitiMtioo to atat«, g«ne- 
rtlly, that we remain In nmity- with 
foreign pnvera. 
An occnrrenc« baa, indeed, taken 
place, in the Gulph «f Mexico, which| 
if aanetieoii by tbe Hpanltb govtm- 
ment, may make en exception ea to that 
power. Atcnrding to the report of o«i 
Naval Commander on that atstion, one 
of our public armed Veaaela wee attack- 
ed bjr an ovsrpoweringTorse, «od«pn
